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The NatTuRE and Tendency of 
the Writincs for and againft she 
ApMINISTRATION, calmly con- 
fidered, and truly fated. 


T hath hiche:to been looked 
upon as a very ftrong Tefti- 
mony againft the Righteouf- 
ncfs of any Caufe, when iis 
Advocates have deferred 4r- 
guments and Fatts, to take up 
with feurrilous Appellations and 
feandalous Suggeftions. This Maxim, however 
old, is certainly well founded; for, if fuch 

uage, and fuch Praétices, were to be to- 
lerated, it would follow that there could be fo 
fuch thing as free Debate. It is notorious to all 
the World, that thofe who have Truth and 
Senfe of their Side, have never treated their 
Adverfarics after this Manner, but, on the 
contrary, have ufed them with the utmoft Can- 
dor and Good Manners. I will give an Inftance 
in the Controverfies which have fubfifted be- 
tween the Church of Rome, and the Church of 
England, fince the Reformation : The Advocates 
for the former have been ever prone to the 
Ufage of bold Affertions, angry Declamations, 
and falfe and fcandalous Refleétions, on the 
Perfons of their Opponents; whereas on the 
other Side, Strength of Argument, unaffected 
Literature, calm and moderate Language, have 
been always given, and the Cax/e only, not the 
Perfons of its Defenders, confidered and fet be- 
fore the Publick in a jult Light. : 

Tue moft learned and moft ingenious Caleb 
D’ Anvers, Efq; in order to maintain that Supe- 
tiority which he claims over all other Writers, 
prefent, paft, and to come, hath, in his ~~ 
of laft Saturday, moft notorioufly difplay’d his 
Contempt of Reafon and Example, in reipec to 
the Point before-mentioned: He opens his 
Paper with thefe Words ; 

‘Ie is remarkable that the Spanjb Advocates 
* have for fome time paft fufpended their un- 
* natural Infults upon our plundered Merchants ; 
* and affeét all on a Sudden to take the other 
* Side of the poral . 

I appeal to all his Readers, if for the fake of 
this Term, jb Advocates, this Sentence is 
not very obfcurely, or rather unintelligibly, ex- 
prefs'd : If he had faid, the Writers on the other 
Side, or had thought fit to mark out his Op- 
ponents by any of the Billing/gate Phraies which 
eminently adorn his Paper, excepting only this 
Term of Spanib Advocates, the Paflage would 
have been clear ; whereas in its prefent Drefs, 
it ems as if the fame Perfons were Spanijh Ad- 
wocates, and Advocates againft the Spaniards.

A it is with great Candor and Modefty repre - 
ted that they would not have been filent, if 
the In1su1 Dow had not withdrawn their Pen- 
ms; an Afperfion as falfe, as the Expreflion 
is impudent, and which fpeaks him who ufes it 
to be lefs an Englibman, than a Tartar. The 
Britons have always known how to avenge their 
Wrongs, on any of their Neighbours who in- 
jure them, without violating the Laws of Na- 
tions, by abufing Publick Minifters. This fhews 
the malicious Virulence of the Party, who en- 
deavour, by calling themfelves the Nation, to 
ftir up as many: Enemies as they can to the Ns- 
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tion, and then leave the Adminiftration to deal 


with them; for, except a War of Words wi | , 


reduce them, thefe Gentlemen will go no {7 r- 
ther. 


Bur while the Attention of the Publick. was 
confined to Foreign .xffairs, the wife and well- 
meaning Authors of White Fryars Comme Senfe, 
were contriving a new Scene, and, ‘in Com- 
paffion of the Legiflature, which was ¢ therwile 
employ‘d, modeffly refolved to call bis Majefty 
and his Adminiftration to an Account tor his 
Cril Lif. As this hath been given him by 
Parliament, and, as we have been often told by 
the fame Perfons, that he holds his Crow» by 
the fame Tenure, an Enquiry into his Title to 
that, may very naturally follow an Enquiry into 
the Management of his Revenue; and if thefe 
Gentlemen have a Right to take fuch Points 
into their Confideration, I confefs I thall begin 
to think our Conftitution has {uff red a very 
furprizing Change ; for I will venture to fay, 
there is not a Hint of this, either in our Statutes, 
or our Books of Common Law, but a great deal 
Which feems to be point blaxk againit it, and 
which I am perfuaded that if thele Pcople had 
ever read, they would have demurr'd a little on 
the Publication of their Paper. 


Ir is as far from my Intention to expof 
thefe Gentlemen to any Profecution, as it is to 
enter into an Examination of any of the Points 
they have ftated: I have no Inclination to do 
the firft, and I have no Authority to do the 
latter. There is no Neceffity that as often as 
People act indifereesly, the Government fhould 
proceed to Severity ; and if they do nét, in my 
poor Opinion it a: gues Lenity, not any Conceffion 
of thofe things being right which indifcreet 
Pcople have been mad | h to advance. On 
the other hand, if Perfons fhould take upon them 
to emtcr into Debate on Points of fo high a 
Nature, they would be ne lefs culpable, though 
in the right, than theic Aptagonifts, who are in 
the wrong. By a Parity of Reafon,: all the 
Laws of the Land may, one by one, be drawn 
into Judgment by the Writers of eekly Jour- 
nals, and the People called upon to fufpend their 
Obedience, ill fuch time as it is fettled whether 
it is fit for them to obey or mot. The Abfurdity 
and Inconvenience of iuch Prodeedings mult be 
fo clear to every Man of common Underftand- 
ing, that I fhould be both tedious and imper- 
tinent if I infifted upon it any longer. 

Bur, though I meddle not any farther with 
the Point the Authors of Common Senfe would 
bring into ment, 1 mutt beg leave to ob- 
ferve, That if they had had any Right to con- 
fider it, this was of all the moft improper Time. 
Thefe very Writers have done all they could to 

t the Nation into a Ferment with refpeé to 
Favcign Affairs ; and if they did this with no 
other View than to affert the Honour of the 
Nation, and to ferve their injured Countrymen 
the Merchants, would they, while this very 
Matter was pending, endeavour to inflame the 
Minds of their Fellow-Subjeéts, as to Domeftick 
Tranfattions ? May it not be fairly inferred, thar 
in the former, as we!l as in the latter Cafe, they 
have nothing but Difurbance in view, and that 
to keep the People in hot Water, they will not 
fail to tell them every Week that their Affsirs 
are running to Ruin, either at Home or Abroad, 
without ever propofing any practicable Method 
fot mending them, or ever putting on an Air of 
Serioufnefs and Concern at the melancholy Tales 
they are conftantly telling! Surely this is fufh- 
cient to open the Eyes of their Readers, that 
thefe Men mean by Common Senfe, their Own 
Senfe only, and that they have a mind to per- 
fuade the People the State is either in a Fever or 
a Confumption, that they may have the recom- 
mending of Phyficians, who, if we will take their 





V. ords, will be extremely careful of the Patient, 
abd never expect a Fee. 
Ir is impollible for me to be a Fudee of the 

Senfation others have of the preicnt State of 

Publick Affairs ; but for myfelf, 1 can truly fay 
that it is with the utmolt Conc.rn [ behold 

Papers pat every Day into the biands of weak 

and ill judging People, tending to infinuate tive 

blackeit and bafeit Falfhoods, with refpect to 
= moft ap Affairs, atrended with foul 
and injurious Lar guage cowards tho’ who hive 
deferved beft of the ~ at ag and who alone have 
defended them from falling under the Misfor- 
tunes which thefe Libels would perfuade them 
they feel. I cannot help being amazed asd 
aftonifhed at the Blindnefs and Stupidity cf 
Folks, who have otherwile Senfe ehough, when 
I fee them reading with Patience, which is a 
kind of Approbation, Reprefentations alike in- 
jurious to the Government, the Legiflature, and 
the People of Britain. For what elie are the re~ 
peaicd Declamations on the Tamenefs with 
which we have of late fuffered Injuries, accom- 
panied with Sneers on our Religion, as if the 
ithe Aloft Chriftian incluced Infamy? What 
other the turnivg all out late Laws into Ridi- 
cule, and imputing every Traniaétion about 
them to the Force of Corruption? What other 
can be thought of the Comparifons lately made 
between theInhabitants of this [land and of oth ¢ 
Countries, purporting, that in the prefeat Age 
we have funk beneath them all? To me it feems 
apparent that if things go long in this Channel, 
the Dregs of the People will begin to defpife all 
Authoriy, and to throw off the Yoke of the Laws 
in every Inftance which fuits not with their 
Difpolitions. My Reafons for it are thf: In 
the firft place, Political Papers and Pampblets on 
airs of State, contain things fo much out of 
the Road, even of middling People, that nething 
is more frequent than to {ee them sifapprebended 
and mifunderftood. When thefe Miltakes enter 
the Heads ot Men of factious and enthufiaftick 
Principles, they ye them in Difcourfe ; and 
hence, in the fecond place, the ordinary Sort of 
Folks, who depend on the before mentioned, 
and who receive from them their Conceptions of 
Things, as well as their Subffance, lof all Tem- 

r and Patience, and, quite light-headed with 
the filly things they bave been told, believe that 
Setting up a Turnpike,or putting down of Gin, gives 
them a juft Right to lay by all Regard for their 
Superiors, to treat the Laws with Contempt, and 
fer the Government at Defiance. 

I know very well that the Authors of our 
Political Difcourfes take nothing more amifs than 
to have fuch Confequences deduced from them. 
I do admit that my affirming is no Evidtnce ; 
but I muft alfo infift chat their Denial cannot 
pais for Proof. In order to fhew the Falfhood 
of what I have fuggefted, they muft demonftrate 
the /nconneétion between their Principles and fuch 
Pradices, and they muft afflign tome other pro- 
bable Caufe for the Riots, Tusults, and Infur- 
reHtions, which have been within: thefe few 
Months fo common. Till they co this, Men 
of Common Senfe and Integrity cannot poflibly 
take them for Patriots, but muft believe 
them what I have reprefented, DisturseRs 
of the PEOPLE.

FOREIGN AFFATIRS. 


H E following are further Particulars of 

| the Defeat of the Tartars, which we 
mentioned in our laft. 

The Tartars of the Crim, Bialogorod, Bud> 

ziack, and Nogay, fay our Advices, that were 


aflembled dn the Frontiers, to the Numberief - 





above 80,990 Men, (befides 1000 jackets P 
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ard 9 Picces of Cannon) undsy the Kan of the 
Crim, who commanded them i Perion, have 
not only mifcarried in their Prop cts, but been 
repuliéd im -feveral Places with _confiderable 
Lofs, and obliged to — - Baw | — 

ecipication. {rt appears that their Delign was 
* pencttate into ms Ukraine by three vifferent 
Places upon the River Donetz, but particularly 
betwixt Jena and Bachmath, where there are 
very contiderable Salt Mines, which they had 
a Defign to deftroy, and had for that end de- 
tech’d a confid-rable Body of Forces, but two 
Regiments of Dragco:'s that were polted on that 
Side, fell upon the Tartais wich fo much Bra- 
very, that they kill’d a great Numb.r of ‘em, 
dilpofed the ret, and took feveral Prifoners, with 
the Kan’s chief Pair of Colours. Lieutenant 
General Douglafé is faid to have diftinguifhed 
himfelf very much in this Action. The Tartars 
left goo of their Men, and among them feveral 
of theic chief Officers, dead upon the Spot, be- 
fides thofe dead Bodies they carried off of the 
Field according to Cuftom. : 

The Count de Munich, continue thefe Ad- 
vices who is in purfuit of the flying Tartars, and 
is joyn’d by General Douglas, tent a Detach- 
ment of the braveft Calmucks in the Army be- 
fore him, who having actually overtaken a great 
Number of the difmounted Fartars, they were 
all put to the Sword, after having d-tended 
themfelves a long time like Defperadoes, and 
refufed Quarter. The Tartar Prifoners report, 
That a great Number of their Horfes died upon 
the Road before they could reach the Frontiers 
ot the Ukraine, and that many more were like 
to drop in their Retreat, for want of Furage ; 
becaufe before the Winter they fet Fire to all 
the Fields upon the Road, to hinder the Grafs 
from growing ; fo that ‘tis a Queftion whether 
the Tartars who came out with above 200,000 
Horfes, will be able to carry back half that 
Number. The Prifoners are alio at a Lofs to 
exprefs the Mifery they have fuffered for want 
of Provifions. 

Ic is thought, as the Country is covgred with 
Snow, the greateft Part of the Tartars and 
all their Horfes muft perith be‘ore they can 
reach their refpeétive Habications, the Tartars 
of Crimea having five or fix hundred Werfts 
to march before they can come to the Perecop, 
and the Tartars of Budziack and Bielgorod 
much farther. This Rout or Defe t of the 
Tartars is looked upon by the Court of Peters- 
burg as an Affair of the greateft Confequence ; 
for they fay it will in great Meafure extirpate 
thofe People, and perhaps oblige the Turks to 
make up Matters as fon as poffible, fince they 
cannot well carry on a War with Ruffia with- 
out the Affiftance of fuch irregular Troops to 


- oppole the Ruffian Tartars and Coffacks. 


Letters from J/paban, the Capital of Perfia, 
dated the 1oth of November iaft, fay, that 
the Governor had made publick Rejoicings all 
over that City for three Days together, upon 
Advice by Exprefs from Kouli Kan the Sophi, 
that his ‘eldett Son, the Prince Irfa Kull 
Mirfa, had made himfelf Mafter of the prin- 
cipal Places of the Province of Bucharia ; 
that he had alfo taken Orfcheasky, and that 
having afterwards march’d with his Army to- 
wards Balck, he put 3000 Men to the Rout, 
that offer'd to difpute the Paflage of a certain 
Defile with him, and that then he lay'd Siege 
to the Town, which in a few Days after fur- 
rendered by Compofition; and after having 
likewife reduced the Town of the Kapechakis, 
he was actually on the March to befiege Can- 
dus. “Tis added, that "tis the general Opinion, 
that as foon as Kouli Kan is peaceable Poffeffor 
ot the Throne of Perfia, he will renew the 
War againft the Turks. 

Weare affured from Vienna, that the New 
Convention between that Court and the Ruffian, 
imports in Subftance, that all the Endeavours 
polite be ufed to drive the Infidels from 

allachia, Moldavia, Beffarabia and Bofnia, 
as well as to retake the Towns of Widdin and 
Niffa from them ; that when this is done, the 
Emperor fhall remain in Poffeffion of thofe two 
Cities and the Province of Bofnia; that Ruffia 
%hall keep Afoph and all its Conquefts on the 





Eaftern Side of the Crim, and in Cuban ; that 
the Fortrefs of Choczim fhall be demolifhed and 
yielded to Poland for a certain Equivalent ; 
that certain Hereditary Princes be eftablifhed 
independent of the Two Crowns, in Walla- 
chia, Moldavia, and Beffarabia A 

The Roiniacks and other Tu kifh Milicia 
having befieged Ufirza, were obliged to retire 
for want of Provilions ; tho’ not witho it having 
ournt s00 Heufes in the Town of Ulitza, and 
in the Villages in the Neighbourhwod. 

Durand, the Freach Geatleman, who was 
lately killed in a Duel, dying excommunicate, 
tuo” before his Death he exprefs'd a fincere Re- 
pentance, the Cardinal Archbifhop of Vienna 
has thought fit to pet him abfolv’d, and for that 
end depured the Chanter of the Metropolitan 
Church, whe repair’d to the Spot, and took off 
the Excommunication according to the Ceremo- 
nies prefcribed by the Church of Rome; but 
all his Eftate has been confifcated to the Em- 
peror’s Ufe, according to the Laws of the 
Country; and in purtuance thereof M. de 
Kees, the Regifter of Auftcia, went 10 a Lady's 
Houfe and teiz’d a Trank which the Deceafed 
had order’d to be removed chither, whercin 
were 9000 Florins, befides other Effets. Cri- 
meri his Antagonift is out of Danger, but he 
has already been cafhier’d, and the Convent to 
which he is retired is furrounded with a Guard 
at his own Expence, to hinder him from efcape- 
ing- Two Surgeons that.were prefent at che 
Duel are under Arrett 

An Imperial Decree having lately been fent 
to the Countefs of Seckendorf, whereby Lib-rty 
is given her to retire, and live where fhe 
fhall think fit, makes it imagined that the 
Affairs of the Count her Husband are nor in fo 
advantagecus a Situation as was at firlt be- 
lieved. 

A Letter from Baftia in the Ifle of Corfica, 
dated the 2sth ult. fays, that as § or 6000 
Corlicans were advancing to att.ck Porto Vec- 
chio, which the Genvete took trom them laft 
Year, the French Frigat Flora, being at that 
time cruizing off th: Cosft to cbferve the Mo- 
tion of the Malecoarents, their General, uroa 
Sight of the Freneh Fiag, made feveral Sig- 
nals, that he defired to go on board her, and 
the Long Boat was accordingly put out tor him. 
When he came on board, hh: faid to the Mar- 
quis de Pardaillan, the Commander, ‘ That he 
* was glad of the Opportunity to affure him of 
* his and the Corficans profound Re'pe¢t for 
‘ the King of France, ani thelr Submitlion to 
* his mot!t Chriflian Majefty’s Det rmination.’ 
To which the Marquis reply’d, * That he was 
* very glad co find him fo well difpofed ; but 
* that neither his Behaviour, nor that of the 
© Corficans, was at all anfwerable to the Affure- 
* ance he had now given, fince ’twas under his 
* Command, that the Maleconrentrs offered to 
* commit Hcftilicies in Sight of his moft Chri- 
* ftian Majelty’s Flag.” The General anfwer'd, 
* That to convince him of the Sincerity of 
* what he faid, he would retire with his Troops 
* that very Day from Porto Vecchio.” And 
when he went afhore he was as good as his 
Word. The Letter adds, that as 6 French 
Officers were one Day a Hunting, they were 
fciz'd by a Party of Malecontent-, who carried 
them to their Quarters, where they were very 
fplendidly regal’d by the Chief Officer, who 
fent them back again with a Guard to the Bars 
of the City, after telling them, ‘ That they mutt 
* for the furure be more circumfpeét in their 
* Rambles, becaufe they might happen to fall 
* into the Clutches of the confederate Party, 
* who would perhaps think they deferved no 
* Favour, as Clan Friends to the Genoefe.” 
Upon this all the Officers of the French Troops 
are ftri€tly prohibited to ftir out of Baftia with- 
out his Leave. 

They write from Naples, that the King has 
declared that he will nor fuffer the Lords pof- 
felled of Eftates in either of the Sicilies, to 
mifufe their Vaffals; and has permitted thefe 
latter to bring their Complaints to the Royal 
Council, from which great Advantages have 
already accrued to them. The Duke of Ber- 
_ Ambaffador from Spain, is dangeroufly 
ill there. 








A Letter of the 15th ult. O S. from Cadiz 
fays, that im purfuance of a late Decree of his 
Catholick Majefty, eftablifhing a new Duty 
upon all for iga Siips that fhall hereafter came 
iito or go out of that Port (che Produce of 
which is to go towards the Appointments of the 
Infante Don Phillip, Great Admiral of the 
Spanifh Monarchy) the Governor of that City 
notitied to the Confuls of Enplaid, Holland. 
France, &c. * That they mufl in three Days 
Time give in a Certificate of the Name 
Burthen, and Dimenftons of every Ship, great 
and fmall, of their refpettive Country, which 
has arrived at, or failed from the Harbour 
of that City, and other Ports within their 
Conlular Jurifdiction, from the firft of No. 
vember laft, together with the Names of 
their Commanders, and the Nature of their 
Cargoes, &c.” When this Order was figni. 
‘ fied to the Confuls, they were fummon'd to 
comply wi:h it on Pain of Imprifonment; bur 
the Term of three Days beng by much tog 
fhort, the Confuls of Englands Holland and 
France, have in Concert remonftrated againg 
1c 
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Advices from the Hague fav, they have ap 
Account by the Captain of one of their Shi 
taken by the Spaniards near Porto Rico, and 
carried into the Havanna, that the Spaniards 
there are making great Preparations for fome 
fecret Expedition ; and he heard, that a Ship 
belonging to our South Sea Company, which 
arrived the 7th of December laft at Bueng 
Ayres, with 336 Slaves, fold them all off, and 
was afterwaris arrefted by Order of the Spanih 
Government,

Hon. the 
Lord Mayor, and feveral other Juftices of the 
Peace tor the City ard Liberties of London had 
a Meeting, at which they iffued Orders, in his 
Majefty’s Name, ftrictly charging and requiring 
all Conftables withia the faid Cities and Liber- 
ties, to ufe their beft Diligence and Endeavous 
to put the taid Laws in Execution; and that 
they do fiom time to time apprehend nd 
feize all fuch Perfons as they fhall at any time 
find offending againft cither of the faid Aas; 
or fuch as ¢hall be unlawfully or riotoufly af 
fembed to obftruct the Officers and others in the 
due Execution of the faia Laws; or thall Infult 
or Abule any Perfon or Perions who fhall becon- 
cern’d in bringing any Offenders to Juftice;

Ic having been been reprefented to the Weft 
India Merchants, that feveral of the unhappy 
Sea-men, who were taken by the Spaniards, and 
were now in Slavery at Old Cadiz, had Wives 
and Families here in great Diftrefs: They im- 
mediately fet on foot a Subicription for their 
Support, and a handfome Collection has been 
made within thefe few Days. 

The Differences which have fo long fubfifted 
between the Lords and Commons in Ireland, 
about the latter’s Claiming to be within the 
Bar when they meet the Lords at Conterences, 
is accommodated, after much Debate, and the 
Lords have given the Point up.

Some dead Bodies, and other Indications 
of a Wreck, having been caft afhore, the Baillie 
of the Hfland repaired to the Place where the 
Wreck appeared to have happened, in order to 
take all proper Care of what might be faved 
for the Behoof of all concerned, and, upon a 
nearer Scrutiny, there’ were found fome Bars, 
and feveral Pieces of coined Sitver, to the Value 
of about 3000 1. with fome dead Bodies, and 
Legs and Arms of other Bodies that had been 
dafhed ro Pieces by the Violenceof the Waves, 
among the Clifts of the Rocks, when the Ship 
was fuppofed to have ftrack. There has not 
yet been found any fufficient Tokens to docu- 
ment with Certainty what Country Ship fhe has 
been ; only it is c , that fhe may have 
belonged tothe Danith Eaft India Company. 
The Place where thefe dead Bodies, &c. were 
found, is a perpendicular Rock about 30 Fathom 
high, and below very deep Water ; fo that it is 
fuppofed, as the Sea then run very high, upon 
the violent Shock of the Ship’s ftriking, thofe 
dead Bodies, together with che Silver, have 
been thrown up upon the Clifts of the Rocks, 
and the Remainder .has fallen to the Bottom, 
from whence it will be impoflible to recover 
any ponderous Subftance that may have funk, 
by reafon of the great Depth of Water, and 
the continual Breach upon that Rock, occa- 
fioned by the rapid Tides. 

Edinburgh, March 23. Yefterday being the 
Faft Day appointed by the Affociate Presbytery 
to mourn for the many and prevailing Sins of 
this Nation, it was folemnized about two Miles 
from this City by Mefits. Mair, Wilfon, and 
Ralph Erskine, three of its Members, who 
preached to an Auditory of feveral thoufands

9. which ended about 
fix o’Clock at Night : Amongft other Grounds 
of Lamentation and Mourning, they mentioned 
the woeful Degeneracy and Backflidings of the 
Church of Scotland, by their Contempt of Re- 
formation Principles, the Breach of the folemn 
League and Covenaut, and their negleéting at 
feveral times judicially co affert the Crown and 
Headfhip of Jefus Chrift as fole King of the 
Church, in Oppofition to the Jurifdittion af- 
fumed inMarters Ecclefiattical by any Sovereign 
on Earth whatfoever ; the Milery of the Nation 
by the late Deplorable Union of the two King- 
doms, whieh was the Source and Caufe of in- 
mumerable Evils, and in particular, that they 
might tefer to i¢ the prefent heavy Oppreflion 
this Church Jay under, by the Impofition of the 
late iniquisous Parliamentary Act, which was 
highly inconfiftent with the facred Word, and 
derogatory of the Liberties of a free Nation.

Wives with their Ginger Bread, &c. all crying 
their Ware for Sale ; fo that without the Verge 
of the main Body, it was the likeft in the World 
toa publick Fair. Befere the Preaehing began, 
fome Gentlemen having accidentally raifed a 
Hare, gave it the Chale, which afforded no 
fmall Diverfion for fome time ; but all was quiet 
before the Rev. Mr. Mair mounted the Tent, 
As he was concluding his Sermon, a young 
Boy fet fome Whins oc Furze hard by them a 
Fire, with a Burning-Glafs, but the Wind be- 
ing favourable, aud carrying the Smoke cff the 
People, it did little hurt ; however, Mr. Wilfon 
obferving it when he came up to fucceed him, 
faid, He hoped there was there a Number of 
really fincere Perfons, and intreated them that 
they would join with him in fending up their 
Prayers for thofe who {coffed at facred Things, 
and the holy Work and Purpofe which they 
were about, of whom he faid he obferved a 
Croud, and accordingly began with a Prayer in 
particular for them, wherein he earneftly bege'd 
for their Converfion and Repentance. After he 
had ended his Sermon, he adminiftered the Sa- 
crament of Baptifm to Ten Children.
